with them 
The Spread Eagle, moor­ 
ed at Alton, 111. above Si. Louis, was 
hurriedly manned and started for th 
imperilled colony, but was forced to 
turn back at the IUdlefontalne bridg1* 
A private yacht here at St. Louis was 
manned by a company of policemen, 
and started for Black Walnut, as the 
craft sat low enough in the water to 
pass all bridges, but the swift current 
had to be reckoned with 
All steam 
was turned on, but the boat made no 
headway against the current, and af- 
ter vainly stemming the flood for sev­ 
eral hours without making 10U yards, 
the yacht returned to shore and the 
venture was abandoned 
Black Walnut is located in a broad 
and fertile valley of the Missouri, and 
the land surrounding it is said to b 1 
the richest wheat land ¡¿i Ho* state 
Aside from loss of life, if such catas­ 
trophe shall occur, the property loss 
will be very heavy, as the entire val 
lev is under water and homes have 
been washed away, farms depleted 
and stock drowned 
The flood s ta te has broken all high 
water records at St. Louis since May 
15. 1*5*. when the high water mark 
was 37 5 
feet. 
The highest 
mark 
known h. re. w a s rea< bed by the area1 
flood of June 27, 1*44. when 4 I 4 fee« 
was attained 
Just below St Louis and in the vi­ 
cinity of the river L)*is Perces is th 
little fisherman s settlement of Happv 
Hollow. The denizens live in flatboat - 
for the most part, and until at present 
have been beyond the ravages of the 
flood 
But the advancing water in­ 
vaded the tract and th«1 inhabitants 
had hurriedly to m o v e out 
At lh o'clock a small steamboat with 
a pow. rftil propeller was secured and 
prepared for a trip to Black Walnut 
to rescue the people imperilled there. 
The moonlight clearly illuminated the 
river and floating logs and other de­ 
bris can be easily seen and avoided, 
so the steamer should have no diffi- 
culty in reaching Black Walnut. The 
boat is low enough to pass under the 
Bellefontaine bridge, anti unless some 
accident shall 
happen there seems 
to be no reason why the refugees 
should not. be rescued.
